Southeast members of The Third Presbyterian Church organized 
to become The Anthony Boulevard Presbyterian Church, now 
known as The Calvary Presbyterian Church.

THE SANCTUARY WEST WALL 


For many years a 28 ft. flexifold panel in this wall was the means of providing necessary 
extra seating space. Sanctuary redecoration for our 75th anniversary saw the 14 by 28 ft. 
opening permanently closed, only to be reopened for an urgently needed yet unique 
choir loft, seating 26. As if by construction magic the rear window and the door by the 
organ were added for utility as well as being symmetrical with identical openings in the 
north wall. A double glass panel identifies the sound-proof “Lullaby-Room” complete 


with sound amplifiers and full viewing of the Sanctuary.
